Outbreak Said 
Under Control 


Army Refuses 
To Close Camp 
In Californio 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Army has rejected demands by 
three 
California 
congressmen 
that Ft. Ord hi California be 
closed because of an outbreak 
of meningitis. 
Announcing the decision Fri­ 
day night, Secretary of the 
Army Stephen Ailes said that 
the problem at Ord “ appears to 
be under control.” 
Later, however, Gov. Edmund 
G. 
Brown of California 
an­ 
nounced in San Francisco that 
he had wired Ailes urging that 
the vast training base IOO miles 
south of San Francisco be quar­ 
antined because two civilians in 
the San Francisco Bay area 
“ were stricken with meningitis 
after contact with soldiers re­ 
cently returned from duty” at 
the post. 
A total of 84 men have been 
stricken at Ord this year, 13 of 
them fatally. This brought de­ 
mands by Republican 
Reps. 
John F. Baldwin, J. Arthur 
Younger and Charles S. Gubser, 
all of California that the base be 
shut down. And the California 
Health Department expressed 
deep concern over the situation.

officials, 
meanwhile, said that the out. 
break of meningitis in the Army 
had been concentrated at four 
widely spaced training centers.

In hit statement Friday night 
Ailes contended that the menin­ 
gitis problem in California is not 
caused by Ft. Ord. 
He said that as of Sept. 26, 
there had bees 402 reported 
cases of meningitis in Califor­ 
nia.

Defense h e a l t h authorities 
caid that meningitis occurs in 
cycles and that the current 
cycle is in its third year of up 
swing. 
The disease is transmitted 
from one person to another, the 
officials said, adding: “ The vast 
majority of people who carry 
the disease do not become ill, 
end only those who for reasons 
unknown are highly susceptible 
develop it 
in its 
malignant 
form.” 


New Plan Eyed 
In U.N. Dispute

(AP) —- New proposals for set­ 
tling the explosive U.S.-Soviet 
dispute over how to finance 
United Nations’ peace-keeping 
operations may come from one 
or more small member states, 
informed diplomats said today. 
They

might come at a meeting next 
Friday of a 21-nation working 
group, the only place where the 
United States and the Soviet 
Uni cm exchange views at length 
over the crucial issue. 
The dispute centers on wheth­ 
er the General Assembly or the 
Security Council should make 
peace-keeping assessments and 
whether the Russians and other 
nations should lose their assem­ 
bly vote for refusing to pay 
assessments levied for Congo 
and 
Middle 
East operations. 
The United States has served 
notice it will call a showdown 
on the issue when the assembly 
convenes Nov. IO. 
Smaller nations are seeking to 
head off a big-power clash that 
some fear could drive the Soviet 
Union out of the United Nations. 
Soviet 
delegate 
Nikolai 
T. 
Fedorenko fed that fear when 
he told the Security Council 
Friday the United States was 
“ trying to destroy our organiza­ 
tion” by insisting that the right 
to vote in the assembly be de­ 
nied to countries that have re­ 
fused to pay Congo and Middle- 


East costs. He spoke at a meet­ 
ing at which the council unani­ 
mously recommended Malawai 
(Nyasaland) for U.N. member 
ship. 
The United Statse had circu­ 
lated a memorandum contend­ 
ing that if the Soviet Union and 
others were still two years be­ 
hind in their U.N. dues when th 
assembly met, they should fall 
under 
the 
penalty 
of 
U.N 
Charter Article 19. The articl 
states that those two years be­ 
hind “ shall have no vote.” Ten 
countries are that far in arrears 
now for failing to pay peace­ 
keeping cost s. 
Fedorenko called the memo­ 
randum a “provocative act,” 
violating the charter. He said 
his government would not pay 
one kopeck for the Congo and 
Midd-East operations. 
A U.S. source said the United 
States had enough votes to up­ 
hold its position on Article 19. 
A U.S. delegation spokesman 
said “ ample time remains for 
agreement to be reached before 
Nov. IO.” He opposed any delay 
in the assembly opening to give 
more time for negotiations with 
the U.S.S.R. over the issue. 
The spokesman conceded that 
“ some sources have suggested a 
delay would be desirable.” 
But a U.N. spokesman said 
Secretary-General U Thant “is 
not aware of any such proposal 
and has not been approached by 
any government to that effect.”

To Dedicate 
Memorial 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP)—A mon­ 
ument to the Ute President John 
F. Kennedy will be dedicated 
Monday in front of the Dallas 
Trade Mart to where the Presi­ 
dent was en route when assas­ 
sinated. 
The eight-foot monument is 
topped by a bronze eagle, a 
companion casting of the lee 
tern at Coventry Cathedral in 
England. 
At the foot of the quartzite- 
covered pillar are two inscrip­ 
tions—one a quotation from a 
19th Century English poet, the 
other a memorial plaque. 
“ When thou seest an eagle, 
thou seest a portion of genius; 
lift up thy head!” — William 
BUke — appears In classic 
bronze letters. To one side a 
simple plaque reads: “ Placed 
in memorial by the friends of 
President John Fitzgerald Ken­ 
nedy who awaited his arrival at 
the Dallas Trade Mart Novem­ 
ber 22, 1963.” 
The cathedral church of St. 
Michael at Coventry is the ca­ 
thedral built alongside the ruins 
of

bombed during World War II.

text, 
Johnson 
ad- 
libbed: “ Whatever your views 
are, we have a Constitution, and 
we have a Bill of Rights, and we 
have the law of the land. And 
two-thirds of the Democrats ii) 
the Senate voted for it, and 
three-fourths of the 
Republi­ 
cans. I signed it, and I em going 
to enforce it, and I am going to 
observe it. And I think any man 
that is worthy of the high office 
of president is going to do the 
same thing.” 
Aiming his remarks directly 
at Southerners, Johnson went 
on: “ There is only one real big 
problem that faces you. It is not 
an economic problem, and it is 
not the Negro problem. The only 
problem 
that 
faces 
you 
is 
whether you are going to live or 
die and whether your family is 
going to live or die.” 
He said a nuclear war would 
cost 300 million lives “ in a mat­ 
ter of moments.” 
Johnson added, still impromp­ 
tu: “ This is no time and no hour 
and no day to be rattling your 
rockets or clicking your heels 
like a Storm Trooper. . . . It is 
no time to preach division or 
hate. . . If there ever was a 
time for us to try to unit# and 
find areas of agreement, it is 
now . . . It is time for all of us 
to have a little trust and a little 
faith in each other and to try to 
find some areas that we can 
agree on so we can have a unit­ 
ed program.”

The UAW pulled more than 
260,000 workers off GM’s assem 
bly lines Sept. 25, halting 1965 
model production of Chevrolets, 
Buicks, Olds mobiles, 
Pontiacs 
and Cadillacs.

stayed on their 30ns in parts and 
accessories plants, turning oui 
items sold to GM’s chief com­ 
petitors, Ford and Chrysler.

Walter P. Reuther said he ex­ 
pected to see a thaw in the ne­ 
gotiations freeze over the week­ 
end, at latest count there still 
were more than IOO of 130 major

Tentative agreement on na­ 
tional contract terms was an­ 
nounced last monday, but the 
strike will not be ended until 
bargainers thrash out tile bulk 
of local demands.

Orena Haynes, Extension cloth­ 
ing specialist at Ohio State Uni­ 
versity. 
The shift or free -hanging 
dress currently preferred by 
many women is not as easy to 
fit as it would appear. There are 
not many seams and darts in 
which to make alterations. Mrs. 
Haynes offers these solutions to 
certain fitting problems. 
If the side or underarm seam 
does not hang perpendicular to 
the floor, make the adjustment 
at the shoulder. When the under­ 
arm seam slants forward, the 
garment probably pokes out at 
the center front at the hemline. 
To correct this, lift the back of 
the garment at the shoulder — 
take a deeper seam allowance 
off the back than off the front. 
To correct a side seam that 
slants toward the back, raise 
the front of the garment — take 
a deeper shoulder seam off the 
front. If this adjustment raises 
the bust darts too high, lower 
them to a normal position. 


When the style permits, take 
a horizontal tuck 
across the 
garment for a yoke effect. This 
may be simpler than shoulder 
line alterations which involve 
collar and sleeves or neck and 
armhole facings. 
Another relatively quick way 
to correct the hang of the skirt 
is to put a casing at the waist­ 
line with a drawstring or elas­ 
tic to hold the garment in place. 
Hang the skirt correctly from 
the waist, permit the excess 
length to blouse above the waist­ 
line. This change of style is per­ 
missible as shifts are frequent­ 
ly worn belted. 
These alterations will short­ 
en the garment, so be sure the 
garment is long enough at its 
shortest point before you start 
to alter. If length is a problem 
and only slight adjustment is 
needed, you may be able to let 
out the shoulder seam opposite 
the one that needs lifting. 
Much of the attractiveness of 
a shift dress depends on the fi 
of the skirt. Remember that 
in the ideally fitted shift and 
any slim skirt, the legs are cen­ 
tered, Mrs. Haynes says, both 
from side to side and from 
front to back.

You can be sure your weed­ 
killer application was successful 
if the weeds show only a slight 
curling or twisting at this time 
of the year. By spring, they will 
have disappeared.

Tips Listed 
On Frost Hit 
Forage Crops

Recent frosts have caused con­ 
siderable c o n c e r n to farmers 
with late sudan and alfalfa pas­ 
tures. 
Frosted sudan grass is no 
m o r e poisonous after frost 
than b e f o r e . But the n e w 
growth afterwards may be 
very high in prussic acid. 
Farmer^ should not use sudan 
grass crops for pasture while the 
plants are frosted or at least two 
days since last frosted. 
If sorghum or sudan grasses 
are considered for silage, this 
can be done by allowing it to 
dry out some before ensiling 
after frost. The poisonous effect 
will be destroyed to a great ex­ 
tent in silage. 
• * • 
A SIMILAR situation is also 
true of alfalfa. This crop m ay 
still be pastured after f r o s t . 
Care should be taken not to al­ 
low pasturing while the frost is 
still on the plant. 
Alfalfa may also be cut f o r 
hay, but it must be kept in mind 
that some cover is desirable for 
the w i n t e r of an alfalfa stand. 
Therefore, c I i p p i n g or se­ 
vere pasturing may be harmful.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture Department Friday 
estimated the year’s production 
of corn for grain at 3,564,368,000 
bushels and of all wheat at 1,- 
285.962.000 bushels. For corn 
this was a decrease of 2 per 
cent from a month ago and for 
wheat a decrease of less than I 
per cent. 
The corn figure 
compares 
with 3,640,267,000 bushels fore­ 
cast last month, 4,081,791,000 last 
year and 3,670,215,000 for the 
five-year (1958-62) average. 
The new wheat estimate com­ 
pares with the September fore 
cast of 1,289,982,000, last year’s 
crop of 1,137,641,000 and 1,252,- 
847.000 for the five-year aver­ 
age. 
The winter wheat estimate 
was u n c h a n g e d from last 
m o n t h ’s 1,018,929,000 bushel 
and it compares with 904,828,000 
last year and 1,019,570,00 for 
the average. 
All spring wheat was estimat­ 
ed at 267,330,000 bushels. Last 
month it was put at 271,053,000 
compared with 232,813,000 last 
year and 199,893,000 for the av­ 
erage.

Mushrooms 
Appear in 
Ohio Lawns

Mushrooms, 
puffballs 
a n d 
toadstools of all sizes and shapes 
are appearing in home lawns 
throughout the state 
following 
recent rains. 
Mushrooms 
a re 
fruiting 
structures of fungi growing on 
rotting wood or other decay­ 
ing organic material in file 
soil. Some forms of mush­ 
rooms are foul smelling, may 
be poisonous, and are a men­ 
ace to children. 
The fungi producing the mush 
ooms are very difficult to con­ 
trol. Breaking off the fruiting bo­ 
dies w i t h a lawn mower often 
will help control them. If only 
a fj w are present, simply brush 
ing t h e m att the lawn w i t h a 
rake or broom will do the job. 
No satisfactory chemical con 
trol method has been developed 
If the infestation is severe, and 
the grass is dying, the fungus 
mat cen be broken up by poking 
a spading fork or similar tool 
into the soil 6 to 8 inches deep 
spacing the holes 4 to 5 inches 
•apart. A heavy watering follow- 
ng this treatment will help. 
• • • 
CHEMICAL control involve 
complete fumigation of the soil 
which also destroys the present 
turf, or drenching the aerified 
area with fungicides.

“I’m simply exhausted. Just 
plain worn out.” This would 
seem to be chiefly the complaint 
of the activity-burdened house­ 
wife-mother of energetic chil­ 
dren. 
But exhaustion is also com­ 
mon to healthy, adult males, 
growing 
children, 
adolescents 
and almost everyone. 
Fatigue is a healthy 
body 
mechanism at work, warning 
and protecting it against further 
physical and emotional stresses. 
No two human being have 
the same reserve stores of en­ 
ergy. 
Individuals 
themselves 
very from day to day in their 
level of energy output. * 
The relationship between phy­ 
sical and emotional fatigue is a 
very intimate one. In fact, the 
bond is so close that the divi­ 
sion between them is sometimes 
elusive. 
Fatigue prevents 
the 
body 
from 
overextending 
itself. 
It 
also is 
known 
to be 
an un 
conscious means of 
avoiding 
confronting situations that are 
emotionally distressing. 
The rebound from severe fa­ 
tigue has been of great interest 
to students of body function, An 
unexpected pleasurable experi­ 
ence or a sudden emergency 
can convert in an instant the 
“tired-to-death” body into o n e 
with new-found energy. 
It has been of interest, too, 
that fatigue without any phy­ 
sical exhaustion can be brought 
tm by boredom, loneliness, do­ 
mestic worries, emotional frus­ 
trations and even bad weather. 
We see, therefore, that phy­ 
sical and emotional fatigue are 
constant companions. 
Heart and circulatory disease, 
d i g e s t i v e disturbances and 
anemias, expectedly produce fa­ 
tigue. 
Malnutrition, 
convales- 
cense from surgery, acute in­ 
fections and menopausal chang­ 
es are also associated with fa­ 
tigue, even after slight physi­ 
cal exertion. 
How does this intricate pro­ 
tective system of body protec­ 
tion work? At one time, it was 
believed that muscular fatigue 
resulted from an excess ac­ 
cumulation of the waste-prod- 
uct, lactic acid, after exertion. 
This simple explanation was 
not adequate. Now, 
it 
is be­ 
lieved 
that 
within the brain 
there 
is 
a 
“fatigue 
center 
switchboard” which accepts and 
trs nslates chemical 
and hor­ 
mone messages as a protection 
against overexhaustion. 


The body’s output of adrena­ 
lin, thyroid 
and cortisone 
is 
known to vary with fear, 
anx­ 
iety and physical exertion. Ex­ 
treme fatigue diminishes t h e 
activity of the entire glandular 
system. There is a constant in­ 
teraction between the produc­ 
tion of hormones, the bodys re­ 
quirements, and the fatigue ele­ 
ments that alter the balance. 
The treatment for fatigue de­ 
pends on its initial cause. Some­ 
times sufficient sleep, or a re­ 
laxing bath 
or massage, will 
immediately return 
the body’s 
“bounce”. When there is un­ 
derlying anxiety or emotional 
conflict, such simple methods 
are usually ineffectual. 
Fatigue begs for recognition. 
But it does not necessarily per­ 
manently change 
our capacity 
to function. Rather, it tempor­ 
arily diminishes our energy out­ 
put and thereby pleads for rest, 
to keep the body at its peak of 
function.

The forgotten issue of the 1964 
campaign is Cuba. Even N e w 
York’s Senator Ken Keating, 
who was talking about the Sov­ 
iet build -up in Cuba in 1962 at a 
time when President John F. 
Kennedy was pooh-poohing the 
“armchair” allegations of th o 
Republicans t h a t 
something 
dangerous was going on just 
ninety miles away from Florida, 
has been chary about setting 
his own record in foreign policy 
matters against the record of his 
opponent, Bobby Kennedy. 
True enough, (Coldwater has 
drawn his own inferences from 
the fact that John F. Kennedy 
dad not raise the issue of the 1962 
missile crisis until several weeks 
after K e a t i n g and Senator 
Capehart of Indiana had indicat­ 
ed that something nasty was 
going on in Castro-land. And Bill 
Miller is meditating a s p e e c h 
on the s u b j e c t of Cuba as 
this column is being written. But 
in g e n e ra I the Republicans 
who are campaigning this year 
have not been particularly con­ 
cerned with a menace that is 
much closer to the United Stat­ 
es than anything going on in Cy­ 
prus or the eastern Congo or the 
Gulf of Tonkin. 
This, on the face of it, is 
amazing. For Cu b a , refugee 
sources, which include the South 
F l o r i d a groups which moni­ 
tor what is said on the air in Ha­ 
vana, are just as certain in early 
October of 1964 that the Rus­ 
sians are t u r n i n g Cuba into 
an offensive f o r t r ess as they 
were in 1962 when they were 
feeding their material to Keat­ 
ing and Capehart in hopes o f 
provoking John F. Kennedy to 
action. 
The 1962 information about the 
Soviet build-up in the Caribbean 
which Keating, Capehart and 
C l a r e Luce used so tellingly 


came from Fidel Castro’s own 
publications, “Hoy” and “Oli­ 
va Verde”, which openly boast­ 
ed that Cuba had the missiles 
To take advantage of the fact 
that one only had to be able to 
read and speak Spanish to know 
what C a s t r o was up to, a Cit­ 
izens Committee f o r a F r e e 
Cuba, headed by the capable 
Daniel James from Mexico City, 
was s e t up in I a t e 1962. Ever 
since then the evidence of a con­ 
tinuing Soviet militarization of 
Cuba has been available. Paul 
Bethel, who later took James’s 
place as executive director of 
the 
Citizens 
Committee, 
has 
been just as capable as his pre­ 
decessor in uncovering “hard” 
facts about what goes on. A for­ 
mer c a r e e r foreign service 
o f f i c e r 
in Havana, Bethel 
knows both the Cuban refugee 
and the underground wo r I d s. 
The big difference between 1964 
and 1962 is that the Coldwater 
Republicans have not been as 
much on the ball about Cuba as 
at a time when Kennedy was 
making light of the issue. 
Mr. Bethel’s 1964 information 
includes a full story of the Soviet 
commandeering of Castro’s na­ 
val f o r c e s . Monitored radio 
m e s s a g e s have corroborat­ 
ed refugee stories about the ar­ 
rival in Havana of a big Soviet 
naval mission charged with tak­ 
ing control of Castro’s “fishing 
I fleet.” One of the Soviet mis­ 
sions is to make “oceanographic 
studies” of the Caribbean bot­ 
tom. The idea is to uncover like­ 
ly s p o t s where submarines 
! carrying devastating atomic mis­ 
siles can hide out beyond th e 
reach of sonar or other types of 
detection. Protected b e h i n d 
r e e f s and k e y s , the Soviets 
could sneak under any early 
{ w a r n i n g system which th e 
U.S. might rig up to guard itself 


against atomic attack. 
Mr. Bethel’s monitored sourc­ 
es have also supplied material 
about the transportation inside 
Cuba of liquid oxygen, a missile 
propellant, an d the arrival of 
1000 S o v i e t 17-year-olds for 
training in tropical warfare. So­ 
viet amphibious tanks and huge 
26-wheeled truck-trailers have 
recently been unloaded at Mat­ 
anzas, a port to the east of Ha­ 
vana. Mr. Bethel points out that 
the prime use of a 26-wheeled 
truck - trailer is to transport 
ballistic missiles. “There is so 
doubt,” he said, “that there are 
m e d i u m range missiles on 
Cuba.” 
It won’t be long, says Mr. Be­ 
thel, before the Soviets have 
submarine pens and o t h e r na­ 
val installations completely op­ 
erational on our southern flank. 
If the Republicans were on their 
toes, they would be using cur­ 
rent information about the Cu­ 
ban build - up as Keating and 
Capehart used similar informa­ 
tion 
in 
1962. 
But

The Cleveland Browns share 
one lead while the Pittsburgh 
Steelers have another all to 
themselves. 
But while the Steelers hope 
their lead doesn’t get any bigger 
atter tonight’s National Football 
League game, the Browns are 
looking forward to moving into 
first place without any compa­ 
ny. 
The differing attitudes of the 
opponents in the NFL’s leadoff 
contest this weekend are under­ 
standable. The Steelers lead the 
league in most injured lineback­ 
ers. The Browns are tied with 
St. Louis for the top spot in the 
Eastern Conference. 
St. Louis doesn’t play until 
Monday night. At that time the 
Cardinals will play the Western 
Conference • leading Baltimore 
Colts. In Sunday’s games, Los 
Angeles is at Chicago, Detroit at 
Minnesota, San Francisco at 
Green Bay, New York at Dallas 
and Philadelphia at Washington. 
The Browns, unbeaten but 
tied once in four contests, are 
expected to accomplish their 
aim. Quarterback Frank Ryan 
has thrown the second most 
touchdown passes this season,

while 
fullback 
Jimmy

game. 
As if Ryan and Brown weren’t 
enough, the Browns will have 
the Steelers’ linebacking prob­ 
lems going for them. Veteran 
Bob Schmitz, who was expected 
to fill in for Myron Pottios, has 
come up with a sprained knee 
and probably will not play to­ 
night. 
Schmitz should be joined by 
Bob Harrison, who is suffering 
from a bad knee after missing 
earlier garnet with a shoulder 
injury. 
That leaves the Steelers with 
three linebackers, the necessary 
number, and no regular substi 
tutes. The able-bodied three are 
rookie Bob Soleau, second-year 
man Ed Holler and Bill Saul, 
now in his third season. 
The Qiicago Bears also are 
plagued with injuries as they 
try to get back into the Western 
Conference race. The Bears, in 
the cellar with a 1-3 record,

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18th Olympiad 
Formally Opens 


TOKYO (AP) — Emperor 
Hirohito 
of 
Japan 
formally 
opened the Games of the 18th 
Olympiad today kl a splendor­ 
ous, 
moving 
ceremony 
that 
mixed the wonders of the mod­ 
ern age with the ancient pag­ 
eantry of the Orient. 
The 63-year-old emperor stood 
ramrod-stiff and solemn in the 
royal box as 7,169 athletes from 
94 nations paraded over the cir­ 
cular red dirt track of the Na­ 
tional Stadium, which will serve 
as the center of the biggest 
Olympics of them all. 
Competition begins Sunday in 
basketball, field hockey, soc­ 
cer, 
swimming, 
water 
polo, 
weight-lifting and hockey, set­ 
ting off two weeks of a spirited 
scramble for gold medals in 20 
sports. 
The powerful United States 
and Soviet teams are expected 
to grab oft the major share of 
the honors in their traditional 
battle of sports giants, but they 
were given no special recogni- 
ion in the colorful march be­ 
hind national flags. 
A packed stadium of 80,000 
cheered loudly for the one-man 
Bolivian team, a single flag- 
bearer, and rose to applaud the 
robe-clad entrants from the un­ 
der-developed nations of Afri­ 
ca. 
“I welcome the Eighteenth 
Modern Olympiad and hereby 
declare 
the 
Tokyo 
Olympic 
Games open,” the little graying 
Japanese Emperor proclaimed 
over the loud speaker system 
while the Olympic torch burned 
from top the Eastern stands. 
Five jet planes traced the five 
rings of the Olympic symbol in 
the sky in five different colors 
and rumbling tones came from 
age-old Japanese drums made 
from cow hides. 
The ceremony was carried out 
with clock-like precision — typi­ 
cal of the Japanese — in cool, 
sunny weather without a cloud 
in the sky. 
The weather broke perfectly 
after days of rain and fog. 
The huge Russian delegation 
was led by Yuri Vlasov, the 305- 
pound 
world 
heavyweight 
record-holder in weight lifting 
who carried the Soviet’s ham­ 
mer and sickle insignia in one 
band straight out from the 
shoulder. 
Halfway around he track he 
shifted from his right to his left 
hand, but never once did he use 
both hands. 
The Stars and Stripes of the 
United States also was carried 
by one of the nation’s muscle 
men—260-pound Parry O’Brien, 
double gold medalist la the shot 
put, competing in his fourth 
Olympics. 
The Americans wore Western 
style ten-gallon hata. They were 
dressed in conservative white 
pants and skirts and blue jack­ 
ets. 
The men of the huge Russian 
squad wore continental suits 
with a double split in the back 
of their beige coats and the 
women in smart suits of lighter 
hue. They waved red handker­ 
chiefs as they circled the track. 
One of the most impressive 
and touching parts of the cere­ 


mony came with the raising of 
the Olympic flag. 
The white banner with the 
five rings — representing five 
concents — was born into the 
stadium by six sailors and hoist­ 
ed while a chorus chanted a 
hymn. 
The huge lighted scoreboard 
flashed 
the 
words: 
“Citius, 
Altius, 
Fortius,” 
Latin 
for 
‘‘Faster, 
Higher, 
Stronger.” 
This is the watchword of this 
great international festival. 
“We have now bridged every 
ocean, bringing the Olympics to 
the Orient,” said Avery Bran- 
dage, newly re-elected president 
of the International Olympic 
Committee, 
proving 
that Le 
Olympics now belong to the 
world.” 
A hush went through the 
stadium when Yoshinori Sakai, 
the 19-year-old athlete born near 
Hiroshima on the day the Atom 
ic Bomb was dropped Aug. 6, 
1945, dashed through the portals 
bearing the flame which had 
been brought by air, land and 
water from 
Greece’s 
Mount 
Olympus, 
where the 
Games 
were born. 
He raced over the track easily 
and then trotted up the 167 steps 
to the huge cauldron which was 
immediaely set afire, to burn 
unceasingly until the Games 
end Oct. 24.
